GOP Ends 
Blockade 
Of Bank Bill 


Washington 

Republicans on Wednesday 
dropped their objections to Dem- 
ocratic efforts to begin debate on 
a sweeping over- 
haul of financial 
regulations. 

The move 
ended GOP tactics 
that had stalled 
the bill since the 
beginning of the 
week. Republicans 
said they would attempt to change 
the bill on the Senate floor after 
reaching an impasse with Demo- 
crats on efforts to compromise in 
private talks. 

Richard Shelby of Alabama, 
the top Republican on the Senate 
Banking Committee, said he had 
received assurances that Democrats 
would adjust the bill to address 
GOP concerns that it would per- 
petuate bailouts of banks. 

Shelby said he and Banking 
Committee Chairman Christopher 
Dodd could no longer find com- 
mon ground on other provisions 
of the regulation bill, including 
Dodd’s consumer protection lan- 
guage that Republicans say goes 
too far. (AP)

First Offshore Wind Farm Is OK’d

Government clears 
way for turbines off 
the Mass, coastline 

Washington 

Interior Secretary Ken Salazar 
approved the first offshore wind 
farm in the United States Wednes- 
day, a move that ends a nearly 
decade-long political battle over 
installing turbines in the waters 
just off Cape Cod and could pave 
the way for significant offshore 
wind development elsewhere in 
the nation. 

In approving the Cape Wind 
project, a 130-turbine wind farm 
in the Nantucket Sound that would 
start operating by the end of 2012, 
Salazar said he would “strike the 
right balance” between energy 
development and protecting the 
area. Some opponents of the proj- 
ect said it endangered the habi- 
tat for loons, sea ducks and terns; 


others decried the visual impact of 
the turbines as close as five miles 
from shore. 

Cape Wind president Jim Gor- 
don said that the “tragedy” of the 
ongoing oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico underscores the problems 


associated with traditional energy 
development. 

“It gives the nation pause to 
reflect on really what are our ener- 
gy choices, and how are we going 
to live with them?” Gordon said. 
“Every energy project has some 


impact. This was never about a 
choice between Cape Wind or 
nothing.” 

Gov. Deval L. Patrick, who 
pushed for the wind project 
as part of his plan to generate 
20 percent of the state’s power with 
renewable energy by 2020, stood 
by Salazar’s side at a Boston press 
conference. “We are on our way, 
and if we get clean energy right, 
the whole world will be our cus- 
tomers,” Patrick said. 

The Cape Wind project remains 
hugely controversial, and a coali- 
tion of opponents said they would 
challenge the decision in court. 
Salazar said he was “confident” the 
decision would be upheld. 

“While the Obama adminis- 
tration today dealt a blow to all of 
us who care deeply about preserv- 
ing our most precious natural trea- 
sures, this fight is not over,” said 
Audra Parker, president of the Alli- 
ance to Protect Nantucket Sound.

Crist Likely to Bolt GOP 



Fla. governor is said 
to be mulling Senate 
run as independent 

Tallahassee, Fla. 

Florida Gov. Charlie Crist, headed 
for defeat in the Republican Senate 
primary, intends to bolt the party 
and run as an independent, two 
confidants said Wednesday, set- 
ting up an unpredictable three-way 
race for a seat that once seemed 
his to lose. 

Crist told The Associated Press 
that he has told no one of his deci- 
sion, but two Crist confidants say 
he told them in phone calls that he 
plans to pursue the Senate seat as 
an independent. 

Crist’s expected announcement 
would clear the way for conser- 
vative Marco Rubio, once a dis- 
tant long shot, to claim the GOP 
nomination in the state’s Aug. 24 
primary. 

Crist, considered a rising 
Republican star not long ago, will 
announce his plans at 5 p.m. Thurs- 
day in his hometown of St. Peters- 
burg. The confidants who con- 
veyed word of his decision spoke 
on condition of anonymity because

tioned, however, that the governor 
can be unpredictable. 

The Senate campaign has drawn 
national attention largely because 
of Rubio’s rise, fueled in part by 
support from tea party activists 
whose impact on the midterm elec- 
tions is not yet clear. 

Crist’s demise as a Republican 
was sudden and unexpected. Less 
than two years ago, rival GOP con- 
tenders vied eagerly for his endorse- 
ment in the state’s presidential pri- 
mary.

FBI: Airline Passenger Claimed He Had Dynamite 


Bangor, Maine 

An airline passenger who caused a 
Delta Air Lines jetliner to be divert- 
ed to Maine aroused attention with 
a note claiming he had a fake pass- 
port before telling federal air mar- 
shals that he had dynamite in his 
boots and in his laptop computer, 
the FBI says. 

Derek Stansberry, a former Air 
Force member, told the FBI after 
the plane landed in Maine that he 
had taken the sleeping aid Ambien

and that he thought he was being 
followed, according to an affidavit 
filed in U.S. District Court. 

Air marshals and flight atten- 
dants kept Stansberry in the back 
of the plane and piled up seat cush- 
ions, pillows and blankets around 
his laptop and a backpack contain- 
ing the boots “to dampen the effects 
of any potential explosion,” FBI Spe- 
cial Agent James McCarty wrote in 
the affidavit. A search of the plane 
later indicated there were no explo- 
sives.

Supreme Court Backs Mojave Cross in Ariz. 



Land beneath WWI 
memorial may end 
up in private hands 

Washington 

The Supreme Court said Wednes- 
day in a 5-4 ruling that a lower 
court went too far in ordering the 
removal of a war memorial cross 
from its longtime home atop a 
remote outcropping on federal land 
in California. 

Signaling support for keeping 
the cross, the justices ordered the 
federal court in California to look 
again at Congress’ plan to transfer 
a patch of federal land beneath the 


cross into private hands. 

The lower court had barred 
the land transfer as insufficient 
to eliminate concern about a reli- 
gious symbol on public land — 


in this case, the Mojave Nation- 
al Preserve. 

The VFW erected the cross more 
than 75 years ago to honor casual- 
ties of World War I. The cross has 


been covered with plywood for the 
past several years as the case made 
its way through court. 

“Here one Latin cross in the 
desert evokes far more than reli- 
gion. It evokes thousands of small 
crosses in foreign fields marking 
the graves of Americans who fell 
in battles, battles whose tragedies 
are compounded if the fallen are 
forgotten,” Justice Anthony Ken- 
nedy wrote. 

In dissent. Justice John Paul Ste- 
vens agreed that soldiers deserve 
a memorial. But the government 
“cannot lawfully do so by contin- 
ued endorsement of a starkly sec- 
tarian message,” Stevens said.

Mujahedeen Boycott 
Event for Their Victory 

Former Afghan mujahedeen command- 
ers who toppled a Soviet-backed regime 
18 years ago were no-shows at a national 
celebration Wednesday marking their 
victory, a boycott that revealed frac- 
tures in the Afghan government. The 
ceremony, at a heavily guarded sports 
stadium, included police and soldiers 
marching in formation, (ap) 

GENEVA 

Authorities Investigate 
Urns Found in Lake Zurich 

Swiss authorities are investigating the 
discovery of dozens of urns filled with 
human ashes stuck in the mud beneath 
Lake Zurich. The surprise find — by divers 
searching for their boat’s lost sunroof— is 
drawing attention to some uncomfort- 
able aspects of assisted suicide, which 
is permitted in Switzerland. Zurich police 
won’t say whether they have evidence 
connecting the urns to Dignitas, a Swiss 
group that facilitates assisted suicides, 
but the Atlantic magazine just reported 
eerily similar burials conducted by Dig- 
nitas founder Ludwig Minelli. (ap)

Thai IToops Confront Protesters 



One soldier is killed 
in hours-long clashes 
on busy expressway 

Bangkok 

Thai troops fired rifles and threw 
tear gas at a crowd of anti-gov- 
ernment protesters riding motor- 
bikes down a busy expressway 
Wednesday, blocking their effort 
to take the demonstrations that 
have paralyzed central Bangkok 
into the suburbs. 

The hours-long confrontation 
killed one soldier — apparently 
from friendly fire — and wounded 
18 other people as it transformed 
the suburban streets into a battle 
zone. Heavily armed troops took 
cover behind terrified commut- 
ers’ cars and one driver clasped her 
hands in prayer as the soldiers wove 
their way through traffic. 

Security officials suggested the 
possibility of an escalation in the 
violence. In a television broadcast 
Wednesday night, they displayed 
62 grenades they said had been 
found in a bag dropped by a motor- 
cyclist who fled a police check- 
point on a road leading to the site 
of the clash. 

The bloodshed Wednesday 
was the first violent confronta- 


tion in nearly a week, and protest 
leaders accused the government 
of leading the nation to the brink 
of civil war. 

“Our side is running every- 
thing in order to create peace, but 
the government is trying to push 
war. And you know if [they] push 
war, civil war is coming,” said 
Weng Tojirakarn, a leader of the 
Red Shirt protesters. 


The Red Shirts, who want Par- 
liament dissolved, have turned 
parts of Bangkok’s commercial 
heart into a protest camp in their 
campaign to bring down a govern- 
ment they view as illegitimate. 

Government officials say they 
want to end the standoff peaceful- 
ly but cannot tolerate the protest 
enclave, which has forced the clo- 
sure of some of the city’s ritziest 


malls and hotels and cost business- 
es millions of dollars a day. 

Authorities have so far resisted 
breaking through the Red Shirts’ 
barricades and clearing them out 
of the city, an operation that would 
likely cause more casualties. Yet, 
patience appeared to be running 
out in the seven-week standoff 
that has killed at least 27 people.

Egyptian Forces Kill Four Tunnel Smugglers 


Gaza City, Gaza Strip 

Egyptian forces pumped gas into a 
cross-border tunnel used to smug- 
gle goods into the Gaza Strip on 
Wednesday, killing four Palestin- 
ians, Hamas officials said. 

Egypt has been under pressure 
to seal off the hundreds of tunnels 
that are a key economic lifeline for 
the blockaded Palestinian territory 
but which are also used to bring in 
weapons for the militant group. 

Israel and Egypt have kept 
Gaza’s official border crossings 
closed since Hamas seized control 


of the coastal strip in 2007 from 
forces loyal to Palestinian Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Abbas, who now 
only governs in the West Bank. 

A Hamas security official in 
charge of the tunnel area along the 
border said the Egyptians filled the 
passage with some type of crowd 
dispersal gas. He spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity because he was 
not authorized to give his name. 

The Hamas Interior Ministry 
later said in a statement the gas 
used to try to clear the tunnel was 
poisonous. Besides those killed, six 
people were injured, it said.

“The Interior Ministry confirms 
that the citizens’ cause of death was 
the Egyptian security forces spray- 
ing poison gasses into one of the 
tunnels,” the statement said. 

A doctor at a hospital in the 
Gaza border town of Rafah, Ham- 
dan Abu Latifa, said the dead smug- 
glers suffocated. 

Egyptian security forces have 
sprayed gas into tunnels before, 
according to Hamas officials and 
tunnel operators. But Wednesday’s 
incident was the first time people 
have died as a result, they said.

35 Years After War, Vietnamese Are Upbeat 


Survey reveals wide 
optimism, little focus 
on political conflict 

Hanoi, Vietnam 

Thirty-five years after the end of 
the Vietnam War, the people of this 
country are optimistic about the 
future and bullish about the free 
market, and rarely think about a 
conflict that still ignites political 
passions in America. 

A new Associated Press-GfK 
Poll, one of the most exhaustive 
surveys to date of contemporary 
Vietnamese attitudes, underscores 
how rapidly life has changed in 
Vietnam. Under a single-party 


communist government, the coun- 
try has embraced market-oriented 
reforms and lifted tens of millions 
out of poverty.

ine,” said Luong Trung Thanh, 72, 
a retired teacher from Hanoi. 

The war ended on April 30, 1975, 
with the fall of Saigon, now known 


as Ho Chi Minh City, to commu- 
nist troops from the north. 

Economic growth has averaged 
more than 7 percent annually over 
the last decade, and the share of 
the population living in poverty 
has fallen from 58 percent in 1993 
to 11 percent last year. 

On the Vietnam War — known 
here as the American War — 
56 percent ofVietnamed polled said 
they rarely think about it Only 11 per- 
cent said they think about it often. 

“The Vietnamese have a tradi- 
tion of being tolerant and forgiv- 
ing and looking to the future rather 
than the past,” said Pham Chi Lan, 
the former vice chairwoman of the 
Vietnam Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry, ben stocking (ap)

Political Gaffe imperils Brown 



British PM overheard 
calling voter bigoted 
on eve of last debate 

London 

British Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown walked into a political train 
wreck Wednesday after forgetting 
to turn off his microphone. 

He described a Labour voter as 
a bigot for asking about immigra- 
tion, blamed advisers for a “disas- 
ter” ahead of next week’s election, 
then rushed back to the voter’s 
house to beg her forgiveness. 

All the country could do was look 
on as the painful drama played out 
over TV and radio for hours. The 
debacle created a massive setback 
for Brown on the eve of the last TV 
debate ahead of the May 6 vote. 

Grandmother Gillian Duffy, 66, 
met with Brown at a campaign stop 
in the town of Rochdale and ques- 


tioned him about the influx of East- 
ern European immigrants in Brit- 
ain. Many people are angry that 
immigrants are taking jobs as Brit- 
ain’s unemployment level soars. 

Brown brushed the question 
aside, leaving in a hurry and forget- 
ting to turn off his microphone. 

“That was a disaster,” Brown 
is heard saying. When asked what 
Duffy had said to upset him. Brown 
told an aide: “EverjThing. She’s just 


a sort of bigoted woman.” 

The political consequences of 
Brown’s blunder could be severe, 
since he already is third in opinion 
polls for the general election. 

In an ironic twist. Brown’s cam- 
paign team had even overhauled 
its election strategy this week — 
betting that more contact between 
their leader and ordinary people 
would revive his flagging election

The “Deltas” strode up the brick 
sidewalks of Georgia Avenue in 
the District Wednesday, their black 
dresses flowing in the chilly breeze, 
their jeweled sorority pins spar- 
kling in the sunshine.

Debt Pulls Europe Apart 


Pending bailout of Greece has brought tensions on the Continent to the surface 


Athens 


It’s known as the cradle of Western 
civilization, but these days cash- 
starved Greece is viewed as more 
of a miscreant. 

This nation where ancient infus- 
es the modern, where buses and 
motorcycles whiz past stone rem- 
nants from classical times, has 
become a symbol of fundamental 
cracks in European unity. 

At the opposite pole lies Europe’s 
economic engine, Germany, whose 
people vehemently oppose bailing 
out the Greeks. 

The turmoil over Greek debt 
has hammered the markets, hint- 
ing at another round in the global 
financial crisis just as it seemed to 
be fading. It also raises fears that 
troubled Portugal and Spain are 
next, highlighting a North-South 
divide in Europe that challenges 
the viability of the European Union 
and its common currency. 

Even if Greece avoids the worst 
— no sure thing, with some pre- 
dicting it will be forced to restruc- 
ture debt even after a multibillion- 
dollar infusion of European and 
IMF funding — the cultural rift 
will stay. Germany and France are 
European Union linchpins; Greece 
is generally viewed as problemat- 
ic, relying on its partners’ largesse 
and loose with statistics. 

“They apparently treated their 
capital like waste,” said Ilona 


Meanwhile ... 

Europe's debt crisis spread its contagion to an- 
other country Wednesday when a major credit agen- 
cy downgraded Spain’s credit rating, even as Ger- 
many grudgingly moved closer to bailing out Greece 
from imminent collapse. Chancellor Angela Merkel, 
left, said Germany would speed up the approval 
process and could have its share of a joint bailout from other euro countries and 
the International Monetary Fund rushed through Parliament by next week. That 
would beat a May 19 deadline when Greece has debt coming due. “It’s absolutely 
clear that the negotiations between the Greek government and the European 
Commission and the IMF have to be accelerated now," Merkel said, (ap) 



A Debt Domino? 

D THE THREAT: The challenge that Greece poses 
for investors is not its size; its economy is a small 
fry on the world stage. The real problem that 
Greece poses for the world community is that it’s a 
domino that stands at the head of a long line of 
shaky, indebted economies. If political and 
economic leaders aren’t careful, the Greek debt 
crisis could trigger a market panic that would push 
other heavily indebted countries into default. 


w HOW IT HAPPENS: Here’s how the dominoes can fall: 
Spooked by the prospect of not getting their money back, in- 
vestors who hold nations’ debt demand higher interest 
rates to keep holding that debt. Higher rates make it even 
harder for indebted nations to pay down their debts, 
spooking more investors, who demand higher rates, and so 
on. It’s a self-fulfilling prophecy that could hit much bigger 
nations, including Spain, Britain and perhaps even the 
United States, laurent belsie (Christian science monitor) 


Reichelt, a German retiree stand- 
ing near the Brandenburg gate in 
Berlin. “It’s not like they’ve suffered 
an earthquake or a natural disaster. 
It’s a man-made disaster.” 

Now Greece wants $59.8 bil- 
lion from the 16 euro nations and 
the International Monetary Fund. 
Germany, Europe’s largest econo- 
my, would contribute about a fifth 
of the cash. 

In Germany, a lawmaker fired 
up debate by calling for Greece to 
sell its islands to bolster the bud- 


get. On Friday, the Bild newspaper 
showed a picture of Greek Prime 
Minister George Papandreou, say- 
ing: “Here comes the Greek pan- 
handling for our billions.” 

One German analyst described 
the crisis as a “Greek tragedy” and 
said German voters did not want to 
be dragged down the “Club Med” 
road to poor fiscal discipline. 

Though Greeks have enjoyed the 
benefits of easy credit in past years, 
they face hard times ahead if the 
government bears down with IMF- 
led austerity measures that would 
cut wages and pensions. 

“I hear from a lot of Greeks that 
Germany is so above us, and the 
system there works, and the schools 
are better, everything is better,” 
said Zoe Kazani, a 22-year-old art 
gallery director in Athens. 

“But at the end of the day, 
everybody wants to be in Greece 
because it’s a fun way to get away 
from your problems,” Kazani said.

Elbow Perplexes James 



Cavs star plans more 
tests on injury before 
series against Celtics 

Pro Basketball 

LeBron James’ ambidexterity 
makes him special, perhaps the 
most skilled basketball player on 
the planet. 

James can drive, dribble and 
create with either hand. It’s not 
widely known that James writes 
with his left. He never shoots free 
throws that way. 

He did Tuesday. 

Bothered by a puzzling inju- 
ry that numbs his elbow, James 
curiously launched and missed a 
free throw left-handed in the clos- 
ing seconds of Cleveland’s 96-94 
playoff win over Chicago, add- 
ing some unexpected late-night 
drama to the Cavaliers’ advanc- 
ing to a second-round matchup 
against Boston. 

James revealed afterward that 
the elbow has been troubling him 
for weeks. He underwent treat- 
ment Wednesday and is expected 
to have further testing done before 
Saturday’s Game 1. 

X-rays and an MRI taken on 
Monday showed no obvious struc- 
tural damage, but, clearly, some- 
thing is wrong with James’ elbow. 


which he has covered recently with 
a padded, protective sleeve. 

“I don’t know, honestly, what’s 
going on with it,” James said after 
finishing one assist shy of a triple- 
double in Game 5. “I’ve done tests 
to try and figure this thing out, 
but it almost feels like you hit your 
funny bone and it kind of numbs 
up for a little bit. 


“It bothers me more because I 
don’t actually know what it is. We’ll 
figure it out. I’ve never had a prob- 
lem with my elbow before.” 

A Cavs spokesman said the team 
will provide a medical update after 
James is evaluated.

Davin Hutchins 

FILMMAKER, FOUNDER OF NOMADSLAND FILMS 


Filmmaker and founder of 

the online production compa- 
ny NomadsLand Films, Davin 
Hutchins is attempting to help cata- 
pult a new medium to the forefront. 
He describes it as the “micro-doc- 
umentary,” a less-than 10 -minute 
film with a social-issue focus. 

Launched in November 2009, 
NomadsLand Films normally pro- 
duces these short pieces for non- 
profits, social startups and envi- 
ronmental organizations. The 
company also handles viral cam- 
paigning for the videos and offers 
to train its clients in the budding 
art of the micro -documentary. 

As an extracurricular activi- 
ty, Hutchins (pictured filming at 
a marketplace in Sudan) has been 
screening documentaries at Busboys 


and Poets as part of his “Nomads 
Land Presents” film series month- 
ly for the last three years. 

Where did the idea for using micro- 
documentaries come from? 

I think it’s used by a lot of people. 
... I also work at PBS, at this thing 
called IndiesLab, where I work with 
ITVS and Independent Lens Films, 
and those are full-length docu- 
mentaries, which I love, and we 
show that at “NomadsLand Pres- 
ents.” But I think the future with 
iPhones and iPads is really starting 
to move toward shorter-form con- 
tent for people with attention spans 
who don’t have a lot of time. 

What do you think are the advan- 
tages of the micro format? 


They both have advantages and 
disadvantages. People will actually 
pay money for a ticket to see a full- 
length documentary. It’s harder and 
harder to get into theaters because 


there’s such competition. But the 
advantage of a short-form docu- 
mentary is generally more people 
see it. Because whether you’ve put it 
on your YouTube channel or you’ve 


sent it out to bloggers, people can 
actually respond to it and pass it 
along with a tweet to their friends 
or on their Facebook [pages], so the 
whole idea of passing short docu- 
mentaries around like a baseball 
card to friends, that’s kind of where 
I think the future is going. 

You were a judge for this year’s 
Nonprofit Video Awards. Are there 
any videos that stood out for you? 

Oh, yeah. There’s this one called 
“Darius Goes West” and it’s just 
leagues above the rest. It’s basi- 
cally a short film promoting a 
DVD that’s helping a person — I 
think he had cerebral palsy. ... It 
actually did win in its category.

David Ives’ terrific 
adaptation of the 
French farce is full 
of inspired silliness 

Stage 

When it comes to translations, 
there’s a fine line. Unless you’ve 
read and understood the original 
text, how are you to know wheth- 
er the adaptor has stuck with the 
playwright’s intent? Is it a copy of 
the original, or has it turned into 
something almost entirely new? 

There’s no doubt in the case of 
playwright David Ives’ new adap- 
tation of 17th-century French 


playwright Pierre Cornielle’s 
“The Liar,” which is now getting 
its premiere at the Shakespeare 
Theatre. Everything in this script 
sounds like pure Ives — he’s an 
astonishingly clever writer who 
clearly delights in every play on 
words, every nimble (or terri- 
ble) rhyme. 

When the play begins, the text 
is dizzying, but it all seems like a 
lot of jabber about nothing until 
a few scenes in when Ives really 
starts to flex his comedic muscles 
— one scene, in which two charac- 
ters fight a completely safe duel, 
is made truly great only by the 
wholehearted commitment of the 
actors to a very silly text.

Getting It on Record 


Preservation Hall 
Jazz Band lives up to 
its name chronicling 
New Orleans’ music 

Music 

On St. Peter Street in the heart of 
the French Quarter, just around the 
corner from Jackson Square and a 
stone’s throw from the Mississippi 
River, sits an unassuming building, 
rustic and weathered, with only a 
small sign identifying it as one of 
the hottest music joints in New 
Orleans: Preservation Hall. 

The building is cramped, with 
no air-conditioning or restrooms. 
For seating, there are a few wooden 
benches and the floor in front of the 
stage; if you show up late, you can 
lean against the wall. If you show 
up really late, tough luck — the Hall 
holds only 100 or so people. 

The line stretches around the 
block, but it’s worth the wait. Each 
night the building reverberates 
with the raucous sounds of New 
Orleans jazz played by the Preser- 


vation Hall Jazz Band, a multigen- 
erational troupe of local musicians 
who serve as the house band. 

In his late 30s, Ben Jaffe is one of 
the youngest members of the band, 
but he has been involved with the 
group all of his life. His parents 
opened the Hall in the early 1960s 
as a means to preserve the unique 
local sounds that might otherwise 
go undocumented. 

“I used to go with my dad when 
he would play funeral processions,” 
recalls Jaffe. “When he would play 
a Mardi Gras parade, he would let 
me come march along with the 
band. I was there absorbing this 
musical tradition, and now I feel 
a responsibility to pass that tradi- 
tion on to the next generation of 
New Orleans musicians.” A classi- 
cally trained bass player who now 
plays tuba in the Preservation Hall 
Jazz Band, Jaffe has taken over the 
reins from his father, who passed 
away in 1987. 

Today New Orleans jazz remains 
robust in its reach and influence, 
yet dangerously undocumented. “I 
sensed a fragility after Hurricane 


Katrina, when I saw our whole com- 
munity dispersed around the coun- 
try,” he explains. “A lot of the music 
and the stories and the songs die 
with the musicians, so I feel like we 
have a responsibility to preserve that 
history and pass that musical tradi- 
tion to a new generation.” 

One way Jaffe is doing just that 
is with “Preservation,” a rollicking 


all-star benefit album featuring the 
Preservation HaU Jazz Band backing 
a range of artists spanning races, 
genres and generations: established 
acts like Tom Waits, Pete Seeger 
and Merle Haggard, alongside 
such younger talent as Paolo Nuti- 
ni, Amy Lavere and Jim James. Pro- 
ceeds go to the Hall’s outreach pro- 
gram, which teaches students about 


the city’s rich musical history and 
mentors young musicians. 

“These artists really wanted 
to participate partly because they 
wanted to do something with the 
Preservation Hall Jazz Band, but 
more than that, I think they want- 
ed to pay tribute to New Orleans 
music,” says Jaffe. “Because New 
Orleans has played such an impor- 


tant role in American music.” 

“That kind of jazz is one of the 
main ingredients in any kind of 
modern American music,” says 
musician Steve Earle, who covers 
Erank Stokes’ “T’aint Nobody’s 
Business” (and also appears in the 
New Orleans-set “Treme” on HBO). 
“When I go to New Orleans, the first 
thing I do is, I go to Preservation 


Hall. There’s always something cool 
happening there.” 

Eor Cory Chisel, a young Wis- 
consin musician who plays Amer- 
icana steeped in old-time sounds, 
recording with the band was some- 
thing he didn’t know was possible. 
“I wasn’t sure it was still open,” he 
says, “so when they asked us to 
record there, it was a dream come 
true. These are records I’ve listened 
to since I was young.” 

Recruiting such a range of gen- 
erations was never Jaffe’s goal, but 
he’s not surprised at how it turned 
out: “Preservation Hall has always 
been a multigenerational family of 
musicians,” he says. 

That diversity also underscores 
that the Preservation Hall Jazz Band 
musicians are looking to the future 
as well as the past. “We’re not re- 
enacting or re-creating music from 
another time,” says Jaffe. “We’re 
not a repertory band. One of our 
tasks is to protect and preserve 
our culture, but we also have a 
duty to ourselves as artists to let 
ourselves shine through as well.”

Dan Zanes thinks 
short — very short 
— people deserve 
high-quality music

“Young people are ever 3 ^hing that 
I always wanted grown-ups to be ” 
says Grammy Award-winning 
children’s music performer Dan 
Zanes. “When I was with the Del 
Fuegos, we never even considered 
it a show if people didn’t dance. It 
takes alcohol and God-knows-what 
to get adults to be spontaneous and 
uninhibited. But with young peo- 
ple, we can have wild dance par- 
ties for lunchtime.”

That’s a stark admission com- 
ing from the former lead singer of 
the garage rock band that Roll- 
ing Stone dubbed the “Best New 
Band” in 1984. But after playing 
in the majors, so to speak, Zanes 
became a parent and ended up 
making music for minors with Dan 
Zanes & Friends. That’s when the 
fun really started, he says. 

“We always think of it more as 
a party than a concert,” explains 
Zanes. “We want the audience to 
be a part of things. That makes for 
a lot of fun. People should come 
out ready to sing along and ready 
to dance.” 

Since 2000, Zanes has put out 
seven albums for the car-seat crowd. 
Along with groups like the Sippy 
Cups, he’s helped bring more outre 
sounds to the kid music genre. On 
his latest CD, “76 Trombones,” he 
modernizes Broadway favorites 
including “Hello, Dolly,” “I Won’t 
Grow Up” and “Thumbelina.” 


“I was never a big Broadway 
fan growing up,” he admits. “But 
once I realized these tunes could 
be broken down to be almost like 
weird folk songs, then I really 
started to like them a lot. The lyr- 
ics and the craft of the songwrit- 
ing is incredible.” 

When Zanes stops into the 
Music Center at Strathmore on 
Sunday, he’ll be performing along 
with the Washington Performing 
Arts Society’s Children of the Gos- 
pel Choir, concentrating on tracks 
from his previous album, the gos- 
pel-oriented “The Welcome Table: 


Songs of Inspiration, Mystery and 
Good Times.” 

“We try to jam with people 
from the community,” he notes. 
“The gospel choir works at such 
a high level, we’re really feeling 
very lucky to have them. So this 
is kind of a special one for us. I’m 
more excited than usual about it.”

A DVD wrestles with 
Andy Kaufman’s 
enigmatic persona 
— and takes a dive 

DVD 

It’s a clever gag, wrestling women 
from the audience. Andy Kaufman 
spent three years doing it, offer- 
ing a grand to any female oppo- 
nent who could pin him in three 
minutes or less. 

He granted himself the title 
“World Inter- Gender Wrestling 
Champion” and managed to keep 
it. It was all part of his bizarre 
song and dance, and Kaufman 
was committed to the idea. 

In the film, he explained, 
“Whenever I play a role, whether 
it’s an evil person or a nice per- 
son, I believe in being a purist and 
going all the way with the role. If 
I’m going to be a villainous wres- 
tler, I believe in going all the way, 
straight to the hills.” 

Was he simply a chauvinist? 
Was this part of a grand social

satire? Did Kaufman just find a 
great joke and run with it? 

These questions would all make 
for the subject of an interesting 
documentary, rife with discussions 
of gender roles and Kaufman’s out- 
landish humor, but if that’s what 
you’re expecting, you’ll be very dis- 
appointed. “Andy Kaufman: World

Inter- Gender Wrestling Champi- 
on” is nothing more than original 
footage of, well, Kaufman wres- 
tling women. Over and over. With 
an obnoxious soundtrack mostly 
comprising bad pop-punk. 

Sure, there are occasional 
brief interviews with Kaufman, 
a few short bits where he taunts 


women for not having the brains 
to beat him, and even some lack- 
luster footage of a Kaufman trib- 
ute that happened in 2009, but 
the vast majority of the film is 
girl- on-guy combat with very lit- 
tle narration. The whole disc feels 
hastily and thoughtlessly thrown 
together. 

For the Kaufman enthusi- 
ast, perhaps the previously unre- 
leased footage sheds new light 
on the man’s persona. Maybe it’s 
just one more step toward grasp- 
ing the man’s puzzling persona. 
Or maybe you just have a thing 
for beloved outsider comedians 
tackling angry women. 

For most of us, it’s tortuously 
long and essentially unedited. The 
first few minutes are intriguing, 
but the unchanging subject mat- 
ter without supplementary inves- 
tigation quickly becomes redun- 
dant and taxing. 

It’s a shame no one put this 
archival footage to better use — 
Kaufman was an incredible enter- 
tainer, but this DVD is a bore.

On the occasion of the sesquicen- 
tennial of the start of the Civil War, 
the National Archives delves back 
150 years to shed some modern 
light on the most divisive period 
in American history. 

“Discovering the Civil War” is 
not about muskets in glass cases and 
decaying camp beds — this lively, 
interactive exhibition seeks to snap 
the conflict into focus through its 
mysteries, secrets and twists. 

Letters, diaries, maps, photo- 


graphs, pamphlets receipts, patents 
and petitions go on display along- 
side ciphers and cryptograms, con- 


juring vivid ghosts. We hear from 
angry seamstresses, see the docu- 
ment with which Virginia seced- 


ed, witness the shame of segre- 
gated Union forces and shake our 
heads at the gall of Pvt. Henry Scott, 
whom it pleased to fight on both 
sides of the war. 

The exhibition is designed holis- 
tically, with themes that resonate 
throughout the period in question 
— “Spies and Conspiracies” and 
“Emancipation,” for example — 
rather than chronologically.

Hungary Swallows Its History 



Gyorgy Palfi skewers 
his country’s past 
in the grotesque but 
touching ‘Taxidermia’ 

DVD 

When a movie begins with a man 
lighting his penis on fire — on 
purpose — it’s testing us. Gyorgy 
Palfi puts his viewers through more 
than one hoop in his fourth fea- 
ture, 2006’s “Taxidermia,” finally 
released on DVD, and rich rewards 
await the patient film buff who 
takes the weirdness, humor and 
poignancy all in stride. 

“Taxidermia” is, true to its title, 
about the skin we’re in, or rather 
the peculiar mixture of pride and 
supplicance that enrobed satel- 
lite states under Soviet Russia’s 
thumb. The film is divided into 
three parts, each depicting a gen- 
eration of doomed men enslaved 
to an ideal and destroyed by pur- 


suing it. For the World War II sol- 
dier (Csaba Czene in a brave perfor- 
mance), the perverse, unobtainable 
bliss he seeks is sexual. Kalman 
(Gergo Trocsanyi), a competitive 
eater, tries to fill the void with 
food and the thrill of victory as 
he out-eats his competitors, while 
schoolgirls parade with balloons 


in a hilarious send-up of Soviet- 
era propaganda. 

Lajos (Marc Bischoff) is the 
saddest of them all — a scrawny, 
lonely taxidermist who, we learn 
to our horror, will not turn down 
any job if it gives him a chance to 
exercise his meticulous artistry. His 
weak, concave body is proof that his 


own insatiable desire — for art — 
is metaphysical, unearthly. What 
the lust for art drives him to at the 
film’s hushed climax is unspeak- 
able and somehow beautiful. 

Along the way, Palfi scores 
numerous points with wit and 
flair, skewering rivalry, national- 
ism, military hierarchies — even 
Hans Christian Andersen. Despite 
the film’s reputation for grotesque- 
rie — well earned; we won’t lie to 
you about that — each section sets 
its own peculiar version of a roman- 
tic mood and is filled with high 
comedy. This is especially true of 
the first two segments, based on 
stories by Hungarian writer Lajos 
Parti Nagylore. 

The third part, written by Palfi 
and his wife, shifts little in tone but 
grows in seriousnes. After all Hun- 
gary and the three men who repre- 
sent it have been through, the tem- 
porary ringmaster can be forgiven 
for taking a break from mugging for

One coffeehouse 
replaces another, but 
the changes resonate 
far beyond the cups 


On the Grind 

It’s 12:50 on a sunny Tuesday after- 
noon, and Northside Social Coffee 
& Wine is buzzing. Citizen Cope’s 
“Pablo Picasso” hums in the back- 
ground as baristas dole out orders 
of cappuccinos and muffins. A 
blonde in a sundress snacks on a 
sandwich while sitting on one of the 
cherr 3 Awood-topped stools beneath 
a counter lining the restaurant’s 
right wall. Beside her, an under- 
grad studies his calculus textbook 
between sips of iced coffee. 

A year after the much-beloved 
Murky Coffee shut its doors due 
to rent hikes and thousands owed 
in back taxes, 3211 Wilson Blvd. 
is once again teeming with life. 
Northside co-owner Stephen Fedo- 
rchak couldn’t be happier. 

“I’m a 1,000 -time Murky cus- 
tomer,” explains the 41-year-old, 
who also brought the Clarendon 
neighborhood Liberty Tavern in 
April 2007. “When the opportuni- 
ty to acquire the lease on this space 
became available, we thought it was 
a great fit for us because we love the 
neighborhood.” Fedorchak and his 
Liberty co-owner, as well as their 
third partner in Northside Social, 
all live in the area. 

It was also an opportunity for 
Fedorchak and company to use the 
strengths the}^^! already established 
at the locally focused tavern: bak- 
ing their own bread — loaves of 
ciabatta and anadama bread are 
available fresh at the register — 
and curing their own bacon and 
sausage. (A bacon-and-egg sand- 
wich goes for $4.) 

It’s a business model that former 
Murky owner Nick Cho wishes he 
could have afforded. While Murky 
was always brimming with custom- 
ers typing away on their laptops 
and sipping lattes, the hard-to-find-

a-seat atmosphere didn’t translate 
into profits. “Packed is not when 
there’s not a seat,” he says. “That’s 
where it gets tricky — when you 
have a shop that size and every- 
one’s hanging out all day.” 

Hanging out and not buying. 
Though, to be fair. Murky didn’t 
offer much else aside from coffee. 
Yes there were pastries, but the 
purchase of a chocolate croissant 
or two isn’t exactly the recipe for 
booming business. That’s where 


Northside hopes to move the coffee 
shop concept to the next level. 

There’s breakfast: homemade 
granola ($5) or fresh ricotta served 
on an English muffin ($4). There’s 
lunch: Try a smoked salmon sand- 
wich with onion marmalade on 
country bread ($7) or an Amish 
chicken salad (pickled beets, pista- 
chios and apricots served on a mar- 
ble rye crostini). After 4 p.m., cus- 
tomers can order a glass of wine to 
go with small plates like roasted red 
peppers or chicken liver parfait. 

And it’s not just the edibles that 
upped the ante. After months of 
renovations, the space is extreme- 
ly open and bright. Only one over- 
sized couch remains in the main 
area, with the rest of the space 
occupied by refurbished tables for 
two to six. An airy stairway leads 


to the second floor, which houses 
a large countertop that doubles as 
a wine bar.

“I love it,” says 
the 23-year-old. “I like the choic- 
es. Murky could be crowded. They 
opened up the upstairs, and I like it 
that they sell food. They sell sand- 
wiches here as well as wine. It’s my 
first time here, but it’s a cool spot.”

Liberty Tree, which 
opened March 1 in the Atlas Dis- 
trict, helps assuage New Eng- 
land homesickness with lobster 
rolls, oven-roasted clams and Sam 
Adams brews. 

The restaurant’s name refers

There is more food TV than ever to 
chew on: shows featuring barbecue 
tips, chef smackdowns, easy Ital- 
ian dishes, sailor-mouthed kitchen 
bosses, diner dispatches and cakes 
that look like race cars. 

Want more? Or maybe the better 
question is, need more? The Food 
Network is betting on it. 

The Cooking Channel debuts 
next month and, like its well-es- 
tablished sister, will offer 24-7 
food programming. Rachael Ray, 
Bobby Flay and a few other Food 
Network stars will pull double 
duty on the new channel. Execu- 
tives with Scripps Networks Inter- 
active, however, which owns both 
channels, say the Cooking Chan- 
nel will have a different flavor, one 
with more emphasis on interna- 
tional cuisines, food culture and 
advanced cooking techniques. 

The TV landscape is dramati- 
cally different from when the Food 
Network launched in 1993.

Michael Grace Jr.’s

If Morrissey is the venerated king 
of mope rock, then the Secret Histo- 
ry’s Michael Grace Jr. is the under- 
appreciated prince. For 20 years, 
he’s been writing some of the great- 
est songs about longing, depression 
and suburban alienation — you 
likely just haven’t heard them. 

While his previous band. My 
Favorite, escaped widespread 
notice, those who heard this Long 
Island gang of glam- and New 
Wave-inspired mods fell madly 
in love with the group’s diamond- 
sharp dissections of the heart. 
Grace’s new group, the Secret 


History, is basically My Favor- 
ite with a subtraction and three 
additions, one of whom is Lisa 
Ronson, daughter of glam-rock 
guitarist Mick Ronson. The sing- 
er had seen Grace’s classified ad 
that cited David Bowie, Lou Reed 
and Morrissey as influences — 


and Ronson’s father had worked 
with all of them. 

“I found Lisa’s story being 
strangely symmetrical to mine,” 
Grace said. “She never expe- 
rienced her dad when he was 
extremely successful — she was 
a baby in the days when he was 


with the Spiders From Mars. ... 
So all she was left with is shad- 
ows and ghosts.” 

Some songs on the Secret His- 
tory’s outstanding debut, “The 
World That Never Was,” are from 
the final days of My Favorite, and 
the music is in a very similar vein.

Fear not, My Morning Jacket fans: 
2009’s hiatus from touring was just 
a breather, nothing more. 

“We worked really hard on ‘Oko- 
nokos’ and ‘Evil Urges’ and making 
the records and touring — we didn’t 
quite do all the ‘Evil Urges’ touring 
we could have done — but we were 
just kind of burnt out,” said guitarist 
Carl Broemel. “The world just start- 
ed pointing to taking a break.” 

It was certainly deserving: 2008 
might have been the band’s biggest 
year yet as it logged 60-plus shows 
— including a career-defining four- 
hour late-night set at the Bonna- 
roo Music and Arts Festival, and

With only 13 overseas shows 
early in 2009, last week’s tour- 
opening show in Alabama was the 
group’s first in nearly 14 months. 
When Express spoke with Broemel 


in late March, the band had barely 
even spent time together since. 

“We got together — geez, when 
was that? — last year for, like, two 
weeks and did some demos and 
stuff,” he said. “It was really relaxed 
and fun. I definitely feel rejuvenat- 
ed personally. We haven’t all been 
together in awhile, so I’m hoping 
everybody else is, too. I can’t imagine 
that anybody’s feeling burnt out.” 

The only one who might be is 
frontman Jim James, who kept busy

Preser- 
vation Hall has been returning the 
favor, adding its big-band sound to 
several songs during My Morning 
Jacket’s encore. “We’re addicted to 
having horn sections now,” Broe- 
mel said. “It’s fun; takes it over the

The divorce peti- 
tion, submitted Friday in Austin, Texas, 
said the couple has no child under 18 years 
of age who is entitled to support. Bullock 
also revealed Wednesday, via People mag- 
azine, that she adopted a son, Louis Bardo 
Bullock, in January. Bullock and James had 
planned to announce the adoption, which took four years to 
finalize, after the Academy Awards; the actress now plans to
